Panama's Accredited Minister Received 


at the White House Officially. 


Roosevelt Stretches Out Hand of Fellowship, 


Acknowledges Relationship Toward the New 


Born State, and Wishes for It Stability 


and Everlasting Prosperity. 


Washington, Nov. 13.—President unopposed expression of the will of 


Roosevelt today formally received M. 
Phlllippe Buneau-Varilla, the duly ac- 
credited envoy 
extraordinary 
and 


minister plenipotentiary of Panama to 
the United States. The reception of 
the minister marked the birth of the 
now republic of Panama into tie fam- 
ily nf nations and paves the way for 
in go(iat.ions 
between 
the 
United 


Siatf* and the infant republic precise- 
ly as they may be conducted between 
any two soverign nations. 


Th»> ceremony incident to the recep- 


tion of Minister Buneau-Varilla and 
On- presentation of his credentials oc- 
curred in the blue room of the White 
House at 9:30 o'clock this morning. --- 
the hour designated, the minister, ac- 
companied by Secretary of State in 
the latter's state carriage, arrived at 
the White House. The carriage was 
followed by a landau, the only occu 
pant if which was Minister Buneau- 
Varllla's young son. Secretary 
Hay 


anrt the new minister both wearing the 
conventional morning dress, entered 
the White House, accompanied by the 
minister's son, and were shown into 
the blue room. They were joined al- 
most immediately by the president 
and Secretary Loeb. 


Secretary' Hay formally presented 


M. Buneau-Varilla to President Roose- 
velt as the accreuited minister of the 
Republic of Panama. Minister Buneau 
Varilla in presenting his credential, 
delivered a brief address to which the 
president fittingly responded. The ex- 
change of addresses was impressive 
by reason of the circumstances and" 
the addresses themselves are regard- 
ed as felftitious and patriotic. 


Roosevelt's Felicitous. 


President Roosevelt said: "Mr. Min- 


ister, I am much gratified to receive 
the letters whereby you are accredit- 
ed to the government of the United 
Slates in the capacity of envoy extra- 
ordinary ;uu1 minister plenipotentiary 
of the Republic of Panama. 


"In accordance with its long-estab- 


ished rule, this government has taken 
cognizance of the act of the ancient 
territory of Panama in re-asserting the 
report of self-control and. seeing in 
the recent events of the Isthmus an 


ihe people of Panama and tho confirm- 
ation of 'heir declared independence 
by the institution of a defaoto govern- 
ment, republican in form and spirit, 
and alike able and resolved to dis- 
charge the* obligations pertaining to 
sovereignty, we have entered into rela- 
tions with the new republic. 
It is 


fitting that we should do s« now as 
we did nearly a century ago, when the 
Latin people of America proclaimed 
the report of popular government, and 
it is equally fitting that the United 
States should now as then, be the first 
to stretch out the hand of fellowship 
and to observe toward the ne»v-lx>rn 
stale the rules of equal intercourse 
that regulate the relations of sover- 
eignties toward one another.

my countrymen in assuring ynu. and 
through you the people of the Repub- 
lic of Panama, of our earnest hope and 
desire that Kta.....ty and prosperity 
shrill attend the new state, and that in 
harraony with tne united States, it- 
may be the providential instrument of 
untold benefit to the civilized world 
throvigh the opening of a highway of 
universal commerce across its excep- 
tionally favored territory-
